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RUSSIA’S JEWISH 
HEROES 


Nazis’ Victims Fight 
Back 


" Hitler plans to make Jews his main target, but 
the Jews of Russia have shown him that the target 
can shoot back,” declares Iya Ehrenberg, the cele- 
brated Soviet Jewish writer, in Rep Srar, the leading 
paper of the Red Army. 

The Germans, Ehrenberg continues, are torturing 
and violating Jewish girls and burying alive Jewish 
old men, women, and children. The Jews were 
scholars, workers, musicians, doctors, and farmers. 
fo-day they have become soldiers, and are fighting 
against the Nazis in order to avenge their dead. 

Take, for example Eli Falkovich.” He is no#® 
in his late torties,. He ts a philologist, and all his 
liic worked till now at his writing desk. When the 
war started, Falkovich joined the Red Army: as a 
private, In one battle he was cut off from his unit. 
He gathered round him cighteen Red Army men who 
had also been cut off, and took command. When 
they met a German unit, Falkovich ordered his men 
to attack. These ewzhteen Red Army men took 35 
Nizi prisoners. Ealkovich, the philologist, killed 
cht Germans with bis own hands. 

* A year ago,” writes Ehrenberg, the Germans 
attacked Moscow. Chaim Diskin, son of a Crimean 
Jewish farmer, was a student at the Moscow Inst- 
tite of Literature Though he was only ar he 
jomned as a volunteer. At Mozhaisk he encountered 
German tanks, He fired his tommy-gun, and 
smashed the leading tank, The German crew ran 
out of the machine. Diskin continued to fire, and 
wccounted for five German tanks, though he was 
wounded fourteen times. He has beeh awarded the 
Gold Medal of a Hero of the Soviet Union. 

* Last winter, in the village of Kludnovo, Leizer 
Papernik killed scores of Germans. At last, 
severely wounded, he collapsed in the snow, Nazis 
attacked him as he lay there; Papernik made a great 
effort, rose to his feet, and hurled hand-grenades at 
the enemy. With the last grenade he blew himselt 
up 

Jewish Submarine Ace 


* The Germans thought the Jews were no sailors. 
Israc! Fisanovich, Hero of the Soviet Union, 
Captain of a Soviet baby submarine, has shown the 
Nazis how Jewish sailors can sink their * Aryan’ 
boats. The Nazis fired no less than 329 shells at his 
submarine, but he brought it home safely to ts 
base, after sinking four German transports. 

Fyeryone in Leningrad knows of the heroic 
exploit of the Jewish radio operator, Reuben 
Sprintsov. For three days, four radio operators—-one 
Jew (Sprintsov),two Russians, and one Ukrainian— 
cut off from the Soviet line, continued to fight the 
enemy. Sprintsov went out reconnoitring, mowing 
down Germans with his tommy-gun. He made the 
Nazis realise that it is one thing to torture and 
machine-gun defenceless old women and children, 
but another thing to encounter Reuben Sprintsov 
with his tommy-gun on the field of battie. 

‘ Lev Spier set fire to a German tank near Lenin- 
grad, and killed more than twenty Nazi tommy- 
gunners before he fell dead. His comrades wrote to 
his parents: ‘ Dear parents of Lev Spier, your son 
fought like a hero, We shall remind the Germans 
by our deeds of our heroic Commander Lev Spier, 
and we shall avenge his death.’ 


David and Goliath 


“ At Stalingrad. when German tanks went into 
battle, David Katz, a Jewish Red Army man, flung 
a bottle of inflammable liquid from his dug-out at 
the leading tank. The flames enveloped the tank. 
The second tank was about to turn back when Katz 
hurled a grenade at it. As the crew came out, Katz 
closed with them, fighting at close quarters with his 
bayonet. It was not until he received a second wound 
that he allowed himself to be taken to the first-aid 
Station. The picture of this brave soldier fighting 
against the giant tanks,”’ concludes Ehrenberg, 
“reminds one of the story of the giant Goliath and 
little David with his sling.”

New Situation in the 
Mediterranean 


EVENTS STRENGTHEN 
ARGUMENTS 


From Captain JEREMIAH HELPERN 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu CHRoNIcLe 


Sixk,—The new situation which has been created 
in the Mediterranean by the brilliant Allied opera- 
tions imevitably affects many of the strategic and 
politcal arguments in connection with the. project 
for a Jewish Army. The moral arguments, which 
are also in a very real sense the long-range political 
arguments, are, of course unchanged. I wish to 
point out in the following lines certain arguments 
and facts which | believe will prove to the satis- 
faction of the unprejudiced and the unbiased that 
the creation of a Jewish Army as proposed by the 
Anglo-American Committee has been made, if any- 
thing, of even greater value in the achievement oft 
an early victory for the Allies by recent events. 

Military undertakings in the Near East by the 
Allies in the not distant future will be either in the 
nature of a full-scale invasion of Axis-controlled 
territory, or of diversionary attacks upon this area 
tO assist large-scale Allied military enterprises else- 
where. In either case quantity and quality of Allied 
man-power will be of decisive importance. In 
either case the quantity and quality of the proposed 
Jewish Army will be urgently needed. 


Man-Power on the Spot 


Given full support by the United Nations Middle 
East authorities, there will be no difhiculty im 
raising within an area which can be reached by land 
transport from the Middle East some 120,000 men 
over and above the 30,000 Palestine Jews already 
serving in the British Army or Palestine Police. More 
than 40,000 are partly trained, It does not need a 
great knowledge of transport or shipping difliculties 
to appreciate the great advantage of utilising man- 
power near at hand or on the spot. 

Phe Jewish youth have an additional advantage 
as fighters in that a very large proportion are techn- 
cally minded and have a relatively high standard ot 
education—a matter of tremendous importance in 
up-to-date wartare 

Following the repulse of Rommel, tt is now 
possible to use the Near East for training purposes 
on a large scale, not only for all kinds*of commandos 
and dask forces, paratroops, tanks and anti-tank 
warfare, but also for Air Force pilots and ground 
staff. Within six months large numbers of Jewish 
pilots, mechanics, radio operators, and ground staff 
could be made ready for vital operations in the 
Mediterranean basin or Russia. 

The view that the war will soon be over may be

TUNIS JEWS GREET ALLIED 
LIBERATORS 


Axis Incites the Arabs 


The Jews of Tunisia gave a great welcome to the 
Allied Forces on their entry into the country. At 
the frontier a large crowd of Jews, headed by their 
spiritual and communal leaders, greeted the Allied 
Forces with Scrolls of the Law and also (according 
to the Eastern custom) with bread and salt. 

In the area held by the Axis, violent anti-Jewish 
agitation is being carried on. Italian and Arab 
hooligans attacked and looted a number of Jewish 
homes and businesses in Tunis, Stax, and Bizerta. 
The Axis military authorities arrested a number of 
noted Jews in the same towns. ‘ 

The German military commander in Tunisia, 
General Nehring, has deported all Jews from the 
Tunisian island of Jerba. Their destination ts un- 
known. He also issued a proclamation to the Arabs 
urging them to help the Axis troops defend Tunisia 
agaiast the onslaught of the Americans, British, and 
Jews, who (he said) were determined to destroy 
Islam and help the Bolsheviks. 

The Tunis radio has broadcast a message from the 
ex-Mufti of Jerusalem denouncing the Jews, 
Britain, and America, and warning the Arabs of the 
“ dangers which now threatened them as a result of 
the influence of the Jews on the Allies.” In another 
Tunis broadcast, an Axis spokesman described the 
impending abolition of the Jew-laws in French 
North Africa as being “‘ most disquieting "’ to the 
Arabs and to the whole Moslem world. The Axis 
spokesman accused Dr. Weizmann of having 
obtained this concession from President Roosevelt, 
and of “having assumed the rdle of another 
Crémieux to secure rights for the Jews in North 
Africa with the aid of Allied bayonets against the 
wishes of the Arabs.” 


DESTRUCTION OF 
POLISH JEWRY 


Mass Murder by Nazis 
250,000 DEAD IN 6 MONTHS 


The Polish Government in London has received 
a report that Himmler has ordered that the exter- 
mination of halt of the Jewish population in Poland 
ss to be completed this year, and that his orders are 
being fulfilled. 

The report, whose authenticity the Polish Govern- 
ment guarantees, states that of the about half-a- 
million Jews in the Warsaw ghetto—the official 
German figure in March, 1942, was 433,000—only 
40,000 now remain. The others have been removed 
——a great part of them killed by the Germans tn 
mass murders and by other means. 

lt appears that in March, 1942, when Himmler 
paid a visit to Poland, he left instructions with Dr. 
Frank, the German Governor, to exterminate not 
less than SO per cent of the Jewish population in 
the Government General. 

On July 21, the German police, acting on this 
order and on a subsequent instruction, drove in 
carts mto the ghetto and started to shoot the inhabt- 
tants, killing many thousands. Next day, the 
Jewish Council of the Warsaw ghetto were arrested. 
In a letter to his wife which he wrote before com- 
mitting suicide, Mr. Czerniakow, the late Mayor 
of the Warsaw ghetto, said that the Germans had 
demanded that he deliver 10,000 Jews the next day, 
and 7,000 daily to be “ resettled“ in the Eastern 
part of Poland. The Germans had used this “ re- 
scttlement “ pretext for killing the Jews. 

The report states that for several months Jews 
were loaded into trucks at the rate of 150 people to 
a truck with space for 40. The floor of the truck 
was covered with a thick layer of lime and chlorine 
sprinkled with water. The doors of the trucks were 
locked. Sometimes the train started immediately 
sometimes it was kept on a siding for a day or 
several days. Many of the victims died of sufloca- 
tion. Those who survived were taken to camps at 
Treblinka, Belzec, and Sobibor, in Central and 
Southern Poland. Once there, the so-called 
settlers were mass murdered. Neither children 
nor babies, the report goes on, were spared. 

By the end of September, 250,000 Jews had been 
“eliminated.” The 40,000 allowed to remain in 
Warsaw are highly skidled workers to be used in 
Germany's war industry. . 


Foul Methods of Massacre 


Phe methods the Germans employed in the process 
of extermination have shown. typical Nazi ingenuity. 
Sometimes it was the firing squad, as was the case 
with elderly and crippled Jews who were driven into 
a square in| Warsaw and there shot; but a new 
method they are employing is the clectrocution of 
the Jewish victims: and an electrocution station 
has been established at Belzec. The victims are 
ordered to strip, ostensibly to have a bath, and are 
then led to a barracks with a metal plate for a floor. 
The door ts then locked and the electric current 
passed through. 

To dig graves and ditches for the slaughtered 
Jews, the Germans have installed a digging machine 
at the Treblinka Camp. (At these camps, Ukrain- 
ian Guards are usually employed.) The report 
sums up by quoting a Polish underground pamphlet 
which says that “at least 1,000,000 Polish Jews 
have been murdered by the Germans since 1939." 


SAVED FROM STALINGRAD 
Jewish Evacuees Reach Kuibishev 


A fugitive who has succeeded in escaping to the 
from Stalingrad carrying old Jews, Jewesses, and 
children. The evacuces brought with them a case 
wrapped up in velvet, containing the Scrolls of the 
Law saved from the Stalingrad Synagogue. 

During the fighfing for Stalingrad. the Syna- 
gogue was hit by a German bomb, but a Jew, 
Mendel Matlin, aged 50, risking his life, entered 
the burning Synagogue and saved the Scrolls of the 
Law. His right hand was severely burned. Matlin 
saved in a similar manner the Scrolls of the Law 
of the Synagogue at Piriatin, in the province of 
Poltava, when the invaders bombed it a year ago, 
and brought them to Stalingrad Synagoguc. 

On their arrival at Kuibishev, the evacuees were 
greeted by Moses Feigin, Chairman of the local 
Jewish community. The Scrolls of the Law from 
the Piriatin and Stalingrad Synagogues were proudly 
carried by Mendel Matlin and his aged father, 
S. Matlin, to the Kuibishev Synagogue. One 
of the Scrolls of the Law, which was found to be 
damaged by the Stalingrad fire, was buried accord- 
ing to the Jewish rites in the presence of a large 


audience. Mendel Matlin was given the honour of 


reciting Kaddish. 


TO FEED HITLER'S 
VICTIMS 
Lehman’s Huge Task 


Governor Herbert H. Lehman, described in 

B.B.C. broadcasts this week as “ one of America’s 
most distinguished Jews,” and by President Roose- 
velt as “ his strong right arm,” has been appointed 
Director of Forcign Relief and Rehabilitation 
Operations. He is resigning the Governorship ot 
New York State, so as to take up his new duties 
immediately. 
Hts appointment, which is of major international 
importance, is a notification to the enslaved peoples 
of the world that adequate arrangements for their 
feeding are being made by the Allies and will be 
put into force immediately the Axis hordes are 
driven out. 

Psychologically, Mr. Lehman's appointment 
should prove of incalculable benefit, bringing 
courage and hope to the oppressed, and not least to 
the Jews, who will recall with ‘gratitude Mr. 
Lehman's distinguished record of service to his 
own people 


Fought in Last War 


Mr. Lehman, who was born in New York 64 
years ago, entered on a business career. Enlisting 
in the U.S Army in 1917, he rapidly attained the 
rank of Colonel on the General Staff with the post 
of Assistant Director of Purchase, Storage, and 
Pransport of the War Department. He was clected 
Deputy Governor of New York State in 1928 and 
Governor in 1932. On his re-election in 1934, his 
poll was a record one, beating even that of his 
predecessor, now President Roosevelt 

He has always been actively associated ‘with 
Jewish aflairs, and among his many offices, he has 
been Vice-Chairman of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, Vice-President of the Palestine Economic 
Corporation, and a Trustee of the Bureau of Jewish 
Social Research, the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion, and the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Socicty. 

His cldest son, Peter, is serving in Britain as a 
pilot with the Royal Canadian Air Force 

Mr. Lehman, in his new job, will have to feed 
and supply vast numbers. He himself has described 
a suggested figure of 500,000,000 as conservative 
He has already had experience in large-scale relief 
work, and helped to ratse £15,000,000 tor the Jews 
of Lithuania after the hast war. His first task will 
be to feed and supply the liberated peoples of North 
Alrica.

NEW COLONIAL SECRETARY 


Colonel Oliver Stanley Succeeds Lord 
Cranborne 


By Our Lobby Correspondent 


Onc of the Ministerial changes announced on 
Sunday night which surprised members of both 
Houses who are interested in Colonial and particu- 
larly Palestinian affairs was the appointment of 
Colonel! Oliver Stanley to succeed Lord Cranborne 
as Colonial Secretary. Lord Cranborne, who 
becomes Lord Privy Seal and will continue to be 
Leader of the House of Lords, was doing excep- 
tionally well at the Colonial Office in the opinion of 
M.P.s. Those who went to see him on Palestine 
questions were hopeful that when he had full time 
to study this subject they could expect his point of 
view to be enlightened and sympathetic beyond their 
experience of Whitehall for a good many years. 
It is understood that he will still be the Government 
spokesman On an important coming gccasion in the 
House of Lords when future Colonial policy will be 
debated on the motion of Lord Listowel.

Bui if the departure of the representative of the 


‘ House of Cecil ts regretted there is also a friendly 


welcome for the representative of the ‘House of 
Stanicy. Lord Derby's son is 46 years old, and 
assumes oflice for the first time since 1940. He 
served in the last war with distinction. win- 
ning the M:C. and Croix de Guerre. In 1919 
he was Called to the Bar: and after an un- 
successful contest in 1923 at Edgchill, Liver- 

1, he entered Parliament as Conservative 
M.P. tor Westmorland in 1924. He soon became 
“PPS.” to the President of the Board of Educa- 
tion, und this was a stepping stone to his first office, 
Under Secretary for Home Affairs in the National 
Government of 1931. From 1933 he was succés- 
sively “Minister of Transport, Minister of Labour. 
President of the Board of Education, President of 
the Board of Trade. In 1940 Mr. CHamberlain 
appointed him to succeed Mr. Hore-Belisha at the 
War Office. When Mr. Churchill formed his 
National Government in. May, 1940, however, 
Colone! Sianley was not included, He rejoined the 
Army. and was hardly seen at Westminster till a few 
months AO, His recent speeches in the House, 
which gave rise to speculation about his return to 
Government oefhce, included one on India, a subject 
he knew as a member of the Round Table Confer- 
ence. Colonel Stanicy 1s a widower: his wife, who 
was a daughter of the Marquess of Londonderry, 
died this year. 

A tall shim man whose hair grew prematurely 
grey. Colonel Stanley has made many fine speeches 
inthe House. He established himself before the war 
as a dcbater whom members were eager to hear: and 
his friends said of him that he was “a coming 
Prime Minister.” He has a great opportunity at 
the Colonial Office. which to-day is beset with prob- 
lems that a statesman of the calibre of Joseph 
Chamberlain would find a handful.

NOTHING TO REPORT 


One of the items on the agenda of the League of 
Nations Union meeting of the General Council at 
the Conway Hall, W.C.1, last week was to have been 
a report by the Chairman of the Executive on the 
Jewish problem. 

When, however, this question was reached during 
the proceedings, Professor Gilbert Murray, who 

resided, announced that the sub-Committee of the 

KXecutive had given very careful study to it, but 
had not reached any sort of agreed solution and 
would not make a report this time. 

Mrs. Dugdalé, who is a member of the Executive 
of the League of Nations Union, deplored the failure 
of the sub-Committee’s efforts. She considered that 

Jewish problem was one of those which at the 
Present moment were most in need of discussion and 
Settlement on an international plane, and said that 
the Council of the League of Nations Union would 
have been a most valuable voice in discussing that 
subject. But the sub-Committee of the Executive 
Was composed of people who took diametrically 
Opposite views on the very fundamental aspects of 
the question. Some of them did not consider that 

Solution of the Jewish problem lay in any inter- 
Mational action, but in the assimilation of all Jews, 
except in regard to their religious convictions, She 
confessed that it seemed to her incomprehensible 
that any thinking person could believe that the solu- 
ion of the Jewish problem lay in assimilation.

right or wrens. but it is not advanced by any military 
authority. Theii view, which is the only common- 
sense view, is “ to hope for the best but prepare for 
the worst.” Hence it is just as important to-day 
as it was at the beginning of the war to set in motion 
all the forms of training even if it means a minimum 
of six months before we are ready for large-scale 
invasion, 

Whatever the shape of future strategy, commando 
raids must be widespread and frequent, Moreover, 
commando raids must be synchronised with guer- 
rilla activities in the enemy's rear. Commando and 
task force have to consist of highly qualified men 
perfectly trained in guerrilla strategy and tactics. 
This training is a lengthy business and requires for 
the best results in addition to immense courage and 
quick wits, actual experience by intelligent techni- 
cally minded men. In Palestine the Jewish man- 
power is particularly rich in this kind of material. 
At least 40,000 of the Palestinian Jewish youth have 
had considerable practical technical experience of 
guerrilla warfare. This experience should on no 
account be wasted. With enemy weapons captured 
by our armies during the war, numbers of Jewish 
Commandos could be equipped and could be com- 
paratively quickly ready for service anywhere. 

Many of these men speak several languages like 
natives-——a vital matter for paratroops, commandos, 
or Expeditionary Forces. 

Quite unexpectedly some 400,000 Jews in North 
Africa have now become eligible from which to 
draw volunteers to a Jewish Army. Further 
numbers of Jews may soon be released from the 
yoke of the Axis. If a Jewish Army were in exist- 
ence they would naturally and with enthusiasm 
enlist and swell the number of bitter anti-Nazi 
lighters. 


Arab Reactions 


It may be objected that the creation of a Jewish 
Army might or would prejudice the relations of the 
United Nations with the Arab world. In fact, how- 
ever, there is no such a thing as an * Arab world.” 
The Arabs, as. everybody knows, are just as much 
divided among themselves as savy the Italians, 
French, and Spaniards, all of whom belong to the 
* Latin world.” The vast majority of Arabs in the 
Near and Middle East has not ceased to be pro- 
Axis. The resounding victories of General Alexander 
and the advance of General Eisenhower found the 
Arabs tully prepared to join the Nazis and awaiting 
only the signal of the Mufti from Berlin to spring 
to arms Their worship of physical force partly 
explains this attitude just as mt explains why the 
Arabs of Libya have remained loyal to Italy despite 
the cruelty and tortures inflicted by Graziani on 
hundreds of thousands of their brethren. Arabs 
have been slaves for centuries and iw has become 
second nature with them to await the command of 
the master. If instead of clear orders accompanied 
by evidence of streneth they receive timid invita- 
tions they interpret it as a confession of weakness. 
They accordingly raise their price, accompanying 
their demands with threats of force and acts of 
terror. This is a statement of facts. It is certainly 
not an argument for repression. I should be the 
last to advise a policy of harshness towards the 
Arabs. I love them and respect them. But | know 
them very well. They are still children of the desert 
and need the guidance of a strong father. So far 
the Arabs have not revolted because they were under 
orders from the Axis not to repeat the blunder of the 
lragi premature revolt To-day the Arabs have 
begun to realise that Hitler is heading for defeat and 
that the strong men are Churchill and Roosevelt. 
They are now waiting for new orders and clear 
instructions from those whom they weuld make 
their new masters 


An Intelligent Arab Policy 


Such orders must be couched tn the clearest terms 
They should state in unmistakable language the 
following: The United Nations have not for- 
gotten the fact that when their fortunes were at 
their lowest ebb the Arab Armies of Egypt, Yemen, 
and Transiordan stood aside despite all treaty obli- 
gations and refused to help, while Iraq stabbed 
Britain in the back; that Arab troops and guerrillas 
resisted every step of the advancing British and 
Free French Forces in Syria. As to the Arab popu- 
lation in these countries, they all, apart from some 
honourable exceptions, prepared for guerrilla 
activities in favour of the Axis. Their kinsmen unde: 
Axis rule in other parts of Africa remained loyal to 
the Axis and Vichy. 


A Test of Loyalty 


Arabs should be told that notwithstanding all 
this the Allies will seck no vengeance but on the 
contrary will give them every opportunity to make 
up for their mistakes. But three basic conditions 
should be insisted upon: (a) A complete and open 
break by all Arabs with all Axis or pro-Axis Arab 
leaders whoever and wherever they may be; (b) 
Voluntary and immediate disarming of Arab guer- 
rillas: (c) That existing Arab armies either join 
the United Nations or be disarmed. In any Case a 
single new pro-Allied Army should be created for 
all loyal Arabs to join under the leadership of a 
man such as Ibn Saw 

To establish prest @2 in Arab eyes and lend force 
to these conditions Britain and U.S.A. must openly 
and demonstratively reward in an appropriate 
manner all those who remained faithful and loyal 
in the hour of mortal danger. I refer to the Jewish 
population in every country of the Near East. What 
kind of reward do these Jews expect? No material 
reward but only the natural and elementary right 
to become recogmsed fighting partners among the 
United Nations, their right to take part as Jews in 
the great struggle for human liberty and reconstruc- 
tion of the new world. ae 

Any hint of further appeasement will only bring 
further troubles. The only way to create a basis 
for real friendly relations and to encourage the 
genuinely friendly elements among the Arabs is the 
adoption of a policy such as is outlined above. Such 
actions as those recently reported from North Africa 
when Arabs attacked and robbed French and 
American troops in Oran must be publicly punished. 

If the Governments concerned continue to refuse 
the creation of a Jewish Army it would undermine 
the success of the policy I have advocated.

Normality for Israel 


A REPLY TO MR. REINHART 
From the Rev. Dr. JAMES PARKES 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—My friend, Mr. Reinhart, accuses me of 
wanting to fit all Jews into the same mould. But 
that is further from my thoughts than from his, for 
he would force them into the mould of his inter- 
pretation of their universal mission. Jewish history 
makes it impossible to fit Jewry into the moulds 
offered by other nations or religions. If Jews want 
to be “ just éhe same ™ as others they will fail—at 
any rate for centuries—whether they adopt the 
mould of religion or of nation. For Jewish desire 
to be “normal” is not the same as. being “ just 
like others.” I should certainly not be a normal 
Englishman if | was just like an Esquimo, or a 
normal Anglican if I was just like an Orthodox Jew. 

My Zionist friends have often been ‘equally 
angry with me because I defend assimilation and 
the position of Mr. Reinhart. My profound belief 
is that co-operation is possible between the two 
groups if they will turn from arguing on the basis 
of other nations and religions to arguing on the 
basis of the natural evolution of their own history. 
The vitality and value of the conception of the 
Holy Congregation was so adequately shown by the 
contributions of emancipated Jewry to little more 
than a century of European life that all the super- 
ficial arguments for the failure of assimilation have 
always seemed to me completely unconvincing. 
But it is also true that the spiritual refuclling, 
through Rabbis and scholars, as well as business 
men, of the western communities came constantly 
from the reserves of eastern Jewry, where, whatever 
the term used, the Jews were a separate people. 

Now [ am sure that Mr. Reinhart will agree with 
me that the spiritual contributions of Jewry can be 
better made in the atmosphere of friendship of 
English Jewish history in the 19th century than in 
that which would have been created by Mosley. It 
appears to me equally natural to say that the quality 
of the contribution which may be made from Jewry 
as a people could be better made in the atmosphere 
of a free and modern community in Palestine than 
in the warped and stunted atmosphere of traditional 
eastern Jewish life Ihe danger of Zionism is 
certainly chauvinistic and materialist politics. The 
danger is not made less by Mr. Reinhart standing 
aside. The danger in assimilation is spiritual dis- 
integration. The danger is not made less by those 
whose concern is with Jewry as a community waging 
war on, instead of supporting, Mr. Reinhart. And 
so | come back to my original statement, the true 
line of Jewish development is a double line. Let 
us not call them parallel, for I am by no means 
convinced that when they are “ produced ever so 
far both ways ” they will never meet. [ think they

JEWISH ARMY 
Youth Council Meeting 


The inaugural meeting of the Youth Council! for 
a Jewish Army was held on Sunday at the Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter, Mansell Street. London, E.i. 

Dr. Chaim A. Royde, who presided, outlined the 
future activities of the Council, It was necessary, 
he said, to enlist the support of all elements behind 
the Jewish Army project, and for this purpose a 
Jewish Army movement had been created, member- 
ship of which was open to all, Jew and Gentile alike. 
Dr. Royde concluded by stressing the significant 
fact that so many persons of diverging political 
opinions were to be found amongst the - youth 
present. He hoped that their unity of purpose would 
serve as an example to any senior vodics who 
allowed petty party differences to obstruct the 
realisation of Jewry’s minimum demands. 

Mr. S. J. Klein, on behalf of the Information 
Department, outlined the work necessary to make 
the Jewish Army project a houschold word. Plans 
had been prepared, he added, for the publishing of 
many leaflets and the organising of public meetings. 
The first pamphlet was already being distributed to 
the public. He appealed to those ‘present to 
strengthen the ranks of the Jewish Army movement. 

In reply to questions, Captain J. Helpern, of the 
Anglo-American Committee for a Jewish Army, 
spoke of the progress made by that organisation, 
and made special reference to the activities being 
conducted in America. He stressed the importance 
of the part that can be played by youth in fighting 
for the creation ot a Jewish Army. 

During the discussion that followed, the Rev. A. 
Carlebach, reiterated the belief of the Unity Group 
in the importance of a Jewish Army and stated that 
the Unity Group wholeheartedly supported the 
activities of the Youth Council. 


ITALIAN TALES FOR ARABS 


The Italians are sull busy trying to stir up mis- 
chief in- the Near East, and their newspapers are 
putting out various stories of “ plots “ of which the 
Arabs are to be the victims. 

“ What is happening in the Middle East?” asks 
the Popoto pt Roma, for instance, in a paragraph 
dealing with recent statements by the ex-Mutti of 
Jerusalem, on the subject of collusion between the 
British and the Jews to the detriment of the Arabs, 
The paper answers its own question by asserting 
that revolt in the Djebel Druse 1s becoming more 
serious and that the son of the Emir of [ransjordan 
is taking part in it On the frontiers between Persia 
and Turkey, Soviet agents are stirring up trouble for 
the Ankara Government among the Kurds, 1 con- 
trnues: “ It is as if the Russians on one side and the 
Jews on the other were stretching out thei tentacics 
to seize on the Turks and Arabs and strangle them.” 

Azione CoLoniace “ reveals” details of an 
American plan of penetration in the Middle East. 
Reports that a secret Convention had been signed 
in April between Eden and the American Ambassador 
had been substantiated, asserts the paper, by the 
landing of -American troops on the Bahrem Islands 
and the arrival of other U.S, contingents at Damas- 
cus and. in other parts of Syria. Tt was agreed. it 
continues, that Egypt, with the Sinai peninsula and 
the Gulf of Aqaba, should remain under British 
control: Palestine was to become an Anglo-Ameri- 
can condominium: and Syria and lraq and the 
whole of Arabia were to pass to the United States. 
All this. concludes the paper, explains the Agree- 
ments recently signed at Cairo by the Amevsican 
Minister Kirk and Ibn Saud, which * put the whole 
of Saudi Arabia under U.S. economic and political 
control.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The War for Survival 


MONG the many critical periods of our 
chequered past, when the word finis seemed 
about to close the record of Israel's history, 

the events of Chanucah stand out in all their 
prominence. Once a Pharaoh had decreed their 
doom. Ata later stage of their existence, a Persian 
Vizier had declared that the religious difference 
cxisting between the Jew and his neighbour were 
sufficient reasons for the extermination of a 
stubborn people. A similar fate threatened them 
when a Syrian monarch sought to absorb the Jewish 
people into the idolatrous world of Hellenism. But 
“the Holy One, blessed be He, delivered them 
from their hands.” Israel was destined to survive 
all these trials in order to teach mankind the most 
exalted ethical ideals, to give birth to two notable 
religions and to broadcast to humanity the glorious 
ideal that the day would eventually dawn when 
“the carth would be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord as the waters cover the sea.” Under the 
Divine protection, Moses led Israel forth from 
Egypt, the Persian aggressor met with a well- 
deserved retribution, and the heroic Judas Macca- 
beus was raised up to win the battles of the Lord 
against the Hellenic tyrant. These inspiring 
episodes of.our past recur to our thoughts when we 
look upon the lights of our coming feast. Out of 
the grim darkness of Israel's agony, again and 
again the sun of deliverance has suddenly shone 
forth, dispelling the clouds of despair and filling 
the hearts of the victims of tyranny with everlasting 
faith in their Divine Helper. In the same manner, 
the lights of the Menorah speak to us a message 
of comfort and confidence, rousing our downcast 
spirits with dauntless resolution to continue the 
present battle for survival against the dread menace 
of barbarism. 


R no language can be too grave to describe the 
peril in which. the House of Isracl has been 
plunged by its deadly enemies. Wherever the trail 
of tyranny has passed, it has left a streak of grey 
death, spiritual and physical, to mark the path of 
its progress. Moral chaos darkens the world, and 
Isracls teachings of universal brotherhood 
peace have been temporarily blotted out by a sea 
of blood. This disaster has brought ghastly con- 
sequcnces in its train, and the future of European 
Jewry has become a problem that we comtemplate 
with shuddering. Grievous though our casualties 
have already been in this unequal struggle, we must 
never lose heart. “ Salvation belongeth to the 
Lord, upon Thy people be Thy blessing.” We have 
not passed through the valley of the shadow of 
death in the past to come to an end at the hands 
of modern oppressors, the enemies of God and 
man. The burden of this crucial conflict has now 
fallen upon our generation, and, as heirs to the 
legacy of heroism bequeathed to us by the Macca- 
beans, however bitter be the struggle and however 
prolonged, we will never . despair of ultimate 
victory. With “ heart within and God o'erhead ” 
we will.“ fight with gladness the battle of Isracl” 
and’ prove ourselves to be worthy sons of worthy 
fathers even unto the end. 
This revival of the ancient Maccabean spirit has 


filled us with enthusiastic fervour for the righteous 
cause of the United Nations. Universal admiration 
has been evoked by the remarkable number of 
recruits of both sexes who have flocked to the 
defence of justice and liberty. Especially marked 
has been the ardour with which men and women in. 
Palestine have raised their banner in defiance of 
their enemies. No sacrifice is too great for them in 
this hour of danger. Does not this devotion to 
the Allies arouse the. reflection in our minds that 
the Jewish contribution to the cause of victory 
would be even more outstanding if recognition 
were accorded to our status as an army, as the 
fighting representatives of a Jewish Palestine? 
Whatever be the motives that deny this right to our 
present-day Maccabeans, no opposition can detract 
from the glory of their achievement and the zeal 
of their voluntary service. And not in Palestine 
alone, but in every sirviving community through- 
out the world, the joint impulses of religion and 
patriotism have inspired the Jew to battle both for 
the liberation of their own enslaved brethren and 
for the complete overthrow of the rule of evil. The 
spirit and vitality of Israel are neither. dead nor 
decadent. We shall never bend the knee before the 
new idolatry of Baal. 


f bene unquenchable light of religious fanth and the 
yearning for true human liberty that have 
hitherto guided our slow and faltering advance 
through the ages still shine in the night that has 
overtaken. us. The glory of our unforgettable past 
is still with us, and We shall follow nt with courage 
and hopefulness to the new dawn which surely, by 
the mercy of God, awaits us. There is no place for 
complacency or wishful thinking. The mortal battle 
between light and darkness, slavery and freedom, 
is being now waged and becomes more fierce as the 
inevitable end draws near. The recent develop- 
ments in the war situation have filled us with 
renewed hope, for, in the words of our Prime 
Minister, “ the bright gleam of victory, a remark- 
able and definite victory, has caught the helmets of 
our soldiers, and warmed and cheered all our 
hearts.” In our darkest hour, the Divine Power has 
again been revealed, for “ with us is the Lord our 
God to help us and to fight our battles.” To the 
sorely afflicted House of Israel, this promise of 
ultimate success for the arms of the United Nations 
is doubly welcome, for of a certainty justice and 
right will be meted out to world Jewry, and “ the 
days of our mourning will be ended.” Setting aside 
all our minor differences of opinion, that divide 
Israel, into so many factions, and concentrating 
upon ensuring the spiritual and material happiness 
of our people in the midst of a friendly world, let 
us unite as a single band to this end. For the 
mission of Israel to mankind ts eternal, and upon 
our survival rests its fulfilment. And through the 
gloom of the struggle the light of faith and assurance 
of victory will ever shine forth clearly, for “ ye 
are My witnesses, saith the Lord.”

NORTH AFRICAN JEWS 
AWAIT FREEDOM 


Jew-Law Commission Appointed 


GENERAL EISENHOWER’S NEW 
PLEDGE 


Representatives of the Jewish communities of 
Morocco and Algeria have been co-opted on to the 
Commission appointed by General Eisenhower to 
prepare a decree for the abolition of the Vichy 
Jew-laws in French North Africa. It is expected 
that the decree will soon be promulgated. 

The painful impression created among the Jews 
by the appointment of Admiral Darlan as Chief 
Civil Administrator is reported to have been 
countered by new assurances given by General 
Eisenhower to the Jewish leaders that they could 
regard the abolition of the Jew-laws as a certaimty, 
in accordance with the wishes of President Roose- 
velt. General Eisenhower, it is added, categorically 
declared that Admiral Darlan’s appointment did not 
signify any move to retain the objectionable 
measures enacted by the Vichy Government. How- 
ever, the only concrete step which has been taken 
so far appears to be that Algerian Jews who were 
deprived of. citizenship rights by the law of 
October 3, 1940, are to be called for military service 
under the present mobilisation of French man- 
power in Nerth Africa. 

Jewish communal leaders in Algeria and Morocco 
have issued an appeal to Jews to disregard all offers 
made to them by “ Aryan” owners and commts- 
sioners of “ Aryanised Jewish businesses to scll 
them back their businesses. The restoration of the 
businesses, they stated, would soon be settled by 
the authorities in a legal manner. 


Anti-Semites Arrested 


Ihe press in France reports that many pro-hascist 
and anti-Jewish leaders and a numbcr of “* Aryan” 
commissioners of “ Aryanised Jewish businesses 
have been arrested in French North Africa “ as a 
result of Jewish pressure on the Allies.” 

A number of Jewish refugees from the Third 
Reich and the Nazi-occupied countries who are 
now in French North Africa have appealed to local 
Jewish leaders to endeavour to obtain for them, 
from the Jewish Agency, Palestine immigration 
certihicates. 

Representatives of Jewish national institutions in 
Palestine have already got in touch with British and 
American authoritics about the fate of North 
African Jews, including the thousands of Jews 
deported trom France who have been put to forced 
labour on the construction of the trans-Sahara 
railway. 

A tclegram expressing gratification at the fore- 
shadowed abrogation of the Jew-laws has been sent 
to President Roosevelt by the four leading Jewish 
organisations in the United States—the American 
Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Committee, 
the Jewish Labour Committee, and the B'nai 


Brith. 


KIGHTH ARMY FREES BENGHAZI 
JEWS 


When the Eighth Army reached Benghazi, the 
News CHRONICLE reports, they released some 280 
Italian Jewish subjects who had hidden in the town 
and remaimed behind against the orders of the 
authorities. For some time they had been in dread 
ol removal to a Fascist concentration camp. 


MORE GHETTOES FOR NORWAY 
Church’s Solemn Protest 


Nazi Occupation authorities Norway have 
instructed the Quisling Government to. establish 
ghettoes for Jewish women and children who are 
not subject to the recent decree ordering the arrest 
of all male Jews above the age of 15. Half- and 
quarter-Jews and Jewesses will also be interned in 
the ghettoes. 


It is reported that in the meantime all Jews and 


Jewesses who are still free have been ordered to 
register with the police within a fortnight. 

The Government has decided to compel all Jews 
to wear a distinguishing badge. 

Ihe Home Department has published a further 
list of 210 Jews whose property was to be con- 
fiscated. The majority are from the Trondheim, 
Bergen, and Oestlandet districts. The total number 
of names now published is 795, 

Madness and suicide are some of the results of 
the bitter persecutions. Professor Jarosi, a Czech 
orthopaedic surgeon with an international reputa- 
tion, was caught by the Gestapo while trying to 
escape to Sweden. He took-poison but an emetic 
was. immediately administered, and he is now 
reported to be in captivity. Many of the Jews named 
in the confiscation lists are destitute refugees from 
Central Europe. 

But the Norwegian people have once again 
demonstrated their full sympathy with the Jews, 
and their determined opposition to the new wave 
of persecution. When anti-Jewish films were 
shown ‘in cinemas in Oslo and other towns. the 
people organised pro- Jewish demonstrations. 
These became so widespread that the cinemas have 
been obliged to discontinue the showing of the f:lis 
for the time being. 

A solemn protest calling on him to “ stop Jewish 
persecutions and this race hatred which the press 
is spreading,” has been sent to Quisling by Nor- 
wegian churchmen. It is signed by the Provisidnal 
Church Council of all affiliated church organisa- 
tions and Oslo University Theological Faculty. 
The measures have provoked unheard-of sorrow, 
and are “ not only contrary to the Christian ideal, 
but against elementary conceptions of justice,” 
says the protest, 


IN NAZI FRANCE 
Pogrom Threat 


It is reported that the German Government has 
addressed a demand to Laval that the anti-Jewish 
measures enforced by the occupation authoritice< in 
the occupied zone should now be extended to the 
whole of France. It is thought that Laval, who last 
week bitterly attacked American = and Jewish 
“ aggressors,’ will undoubtedly agree to this 
demand. 

According to another report, the German Govern. 
ment has decided to entrust to the Gestapo the 
custody of the Riom prisoners, including Léon Blum 
and Georges Mandel, as well as of many French 
ex-deputies and ex-Ministers who are now in prison 
It is believed that some days ago Blum and his 
fcllow-prisoners (then at Pourtalet, in the Pyrenees) 
were bundled into large army cars and hurried away 
to some unknown destination, 

Savage measures against the Jews in France were 
foreshadowed last week in a_ threatening speech 
made over the Paris wireless by the official com. 
mentator. In the course of a diatribe against the 
* Anglo-Saxon aggressors,” the spokesman urged 
that Jews in France should be held as hostaves for 
the safety of what he called “ our national revoly- 
tionaries “in Nosth Africa. For each Frenchman 
“killed or maltreated by the Anglo-Saxon, ” 20 
Jews in France could be held responsible. 

The Commission for: Racial Studies created by 
Pellepoix, Vichy Secretary-General for Jewish 
questions, is also busy. Pecllepoix has stated that the 
measures taken so far by the Government against 
the Jews are only a beginning. Others wil! follow, 
he declares, ‘for it is on the elimination of the 
Jewish spirit that the rebirth of France depends.” 


BRUSSELS ROUND-UP 


Nearly two thousand Jews were arrested recently 
in Brussels in the course of a systematic round-up 
by German police 

Ihe Germans drew a cordon during the night 
round several streets in the neighbourhood of the 
Gare du Midi, in the St. Gilles quarter, and then 
forced their way.into the houses. Men, women, 
and children, many of them still in-night attire, were 
thrust into lorries and taken away to an unknown 
destination. One man, seriously ill with heart 
disease, was forcibly carried off in spite of the 
pleading of his tamily. He died in the strect, and 
his body was taken to the mortuary.

U.S.A. THREAT TO JEWISH 
CULTURE 


Yiddish and Hebrew Barred in Schools ? 


Two bills are now pending in Congress, which, if 
passed, may scriously ertdanger Jewish cultural life 
in America. 

The first bill prohibits the conducting of schools 
in the U.S., its territories and possessions in any 
language other than English. The other outlaws 
all schools that are conducted cither wholly or in 
part for the purpose of propagandising, inculcatine, 
or indoctrinating the pupils with the ideology, the 
culture of any foreign country or forcign govern- 
ment. The teachers of such schools as well as the 
parents of the pupils are to be considered guilty 
of felony and misdemeanour.. Though Coneress- 
man Carl Hinshaw, of California, who introduced 
the bills, intimated that they are directed against 
the Japanese-language schools, their application 
may go far beyond their original intent, and may 
hit the dissemination of Hebrew and Yiddish 
learning 

Meanwhile. the Teachers’ Seminary of the Jewish 
National Workers Alliance, a fraternal order, has 
secured from the State of New York a charter to 
establish a Jewish college in New York City. This 
has given ground for the rumour that the Alliance 
is planning the establishment of a Jewish People’s 
University qualified to award all academic degrees 
up to Ph.D. The project has aroused particular 
interest because Yiddish and Hebrew are to be the 
languages of instruction. Hitherto, all plans—and 
there have been many—for the establishment of a 
Jewish University in the U.S.A. have failed to 
materialise. There are in the U.S.A, several centres 
of Jewish learning devoted to theological studies, 
but the establishment of a secular college similar to 
those maintained by Catholics, Presbyterians, 
Methodists, and other Christian denominations, 
would be considered a revolutionary step, especially 
if the languages of instruction were Yiddish and 
Hebrew, 

According to the U.S.A. Census Dureus. Yiddish 
1s the mother tongue of at least 1,751,100 American 
Jews. It ranks fifth among the foreign languages 
spoken in the U.S.A... being preceded by German. 
Polish, and Spanish In 1920, 2,043,613 
Jewish-Americans spoke Yiddish. Of the 1,751,100 
who gave Yiddish as their mother tongue in the 1940 
census, 924,440 were born abroad,

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A COMMUNITY OR 
A MOB? 


AT a time when plans for New Orders are actively can- 
vassed, and reforms—often root-and-branch reforms—are 
advocated even in the most unexpected quarters, the 
question arises whether there is no planning to be done 
and no changes overdue in our own Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. Many among us, at any rate those who are 
sincerely concerned for the communal welfare, would 
hesitate often and long before committing ourselves to 
the proposition that, alone among people, Anglo-Jewry 
attained, years ago, to perfection in its outlook and 
methods. And in this attitude they would be profoundly 
right. They, at any rate, grasp the very grave truth that 
all is not well with the Community, either in its internal 
life or in its relations with its non-Jewish citizens. They 
realise that English Jewry is a faction-ridden body where 
it is not entirely Jewishly uncaring, without clear _per- 
ceptions as to its form of governance, without inspiring 
guidance in its lay affairs, and, to an increasing degree, 
with a diminishingly secure anchorage of live and Jeep 
religious faith. It is a community adrift, uncertain of its 
present and dubious of its future. Only a very foolish 
Jew could cultivate the delusion that all is for the best in 
the best of all possible Jewish Communities and, like a 
certain Victorian Prime Minister, wonder why we cannot 
leave well alone. 

Take, for example, the question of Jewish governance. 
We are often told that we live under a “sort of * demo- 
cratic system. Is that talk a mere parrot-cry evoked by 
a desire to be in the fashion, or does it represent realities? 
A democratic system implies the frank acceptance of the 
representative principle, at any rate to the extent to which 
it may be practicable. Will anyone contend that this 


governing condition operates to the full in the case of the, 


Board of Deputies? A democratic system implies complete 
loyalty to the elected body, coupled with determination 
to bring it as completely as possible into conformity with 
democratic usage. But there is no such loyalty, only a 
profusion of sectional organisations; and as for efforts at 
reform there is no popular call for it, for the simple, though 
tragic, reason that there is little interest among the Jewish 
masses in the Board itself. A democratic organisation has 
to be led and officered by men in whose thoughts it is the 
main concern. What we behold to-day is a Board of 
Deputies largely controlled by men whose major Jewish 
interests lie elsewhere, men who are not, first and foremost 
and all the time, Deputies’ men, and whose understanding 
of the democratic principle in the Community is so clouded 
that they are weak in upholding it against assault. 

In this confusion a growing enfeeblement has overtaken 
the Board. Wealth, reluctant to part with its former 
patriarchal power, derides the Deputies as a loquacious and 
irresponsible rabble. The Zionist caucus, which set out to 
capture the Board for the purposes of their own particular 
cause and with a scarcely veiled contempt for the Community 
the Board was created to serve, have very largely succeeded 
in their object, thus befogging and bedevilling the real 
intentions of the Board’s creators, which were to set up 
an authority, primarily for the protection and furtherance 
of specifically Anglo-Jewish interests. The fact that the 
Zionist caucus have reaped so little benefit for Zionism 
from their “ victory’ is merely a reflection of their own 
political ineptitude. They may have largely destroyed the 
Board’even though these unyise efforts have hardly profited 
their own cause. 

These weaknesses have, in turn, affected the direction 
of the Board’s affairs. It is because the Deputies have 
become adaware of them, and felt themselves without 
an enlightened popular backing, that there has been 
no firm resistance to encroachment on the Board's 
powers. This was demonstrated in the recent lament- 
able climb-down to the recalcitrance of the T.A.C., a 
body of the Board’s own creation. Here, at least, 
there was involved a question on which the Community 
did feel deeply and acutely. Here was a chance to preserve, 
extend, and consolidate the authority of the Board, and 
to teach faction a sterh and well-deserved lesson. Instead, 
the Deputies handed at least part of their powers to what 
is, to all intents and purposes, a rival organisation of 


ambitious nonentities. .Is it any wonder that many of the 


best brains in the Community refuse to waste their time 
by joining so invertebrate. and impotent a body, and, by 
this abstention, accelerate its mental impoverishment and 
diminish its capacity for good? Who can respect a Board 
of Deputies that cannot respect itself, let alone wish to be 
publicly associated with its fumbling weaknesses? 

We have to make up our minds whether we wish to have 
at least an approach to the realities of democratic institu- 
tions or no. If we do—and its, necessity is patent to all 
who have given thought to the matter—then the first thing 
for the Deputies to do isto consider, in a practical spirit, 
the faults which mar their representative status. The next 


_ is to insist on Deputies’ men for Deputies’ affairs, men who 


will take a sincere pride in the Board and its work, and 
leaders whe have the grit, even though latent, to order 
off trespassers from whatever quarter they may come, while 


not shirking informed and honest criticism. And finally 
there must be a great educational movement to arouse the 
interest of the Jewish masses, to inform them as to just 
what the Board stands for and what, with their support, 
it hopes, or will try, to accomplish for the salvation of this 
community of ours and its horribly beset brethren else- 
where. Never was the time more propitious for such a 
movement, for never was the Community so aware, albeit 
in a confused and individual way, of its own difficulties, and 
so ready to lend a responsive ear to leaders who will, in 
truth, lead. 

When all this is done, we shall be on the way to a tuller 
and truer communal democratic life. It is desperately 
important that to a Community haunted by fears and 
doubts should be imparted the will and the opportunity to 
take a hand in their own deliverance, instead of submitting 
like so many helpless derelicts to the winds and tides 
of fortune. Wealth has tried, sincerely tried, and has failed. 
Faction has done its best, or worst, and left behind only 
the record of its own miserable discords. It is now the 
turn of the masses to lend a hand in the rebuilding of their 
own house on safe democratic foundations by showing 
their capacity for responsibility. One thing we may be 
sure of. Unless a powerful representative body is set up, 
capable of inspiring the Community to rally behind it, 
centralising the communal efforts, and able to speak as 
the authoritative voice of the Community, it will not be 
only the democratic principle that will die among us. With 
it will go much, if not all, of the prospect of a serene 
future for the Jews of these islands. The task is urgent. 
The day of petty makeshift diplomacy has passed. We 
must cease—to use President Roosevelt's vivid phrase— 
“ pulling the covers over our heads * when troubles loom 
ahead as they do now. If the Deputies have the courage to 
face its realities, and act upon them, then the sense of the 
importance of these things will stir the supine Jewish masses 
and we shall have the awakening of democratic dignity 
and strength. | 


NEW SECRETARY 

Tue change-about in Ministerial office which the Prime 
Minister, no doubt with ample reasons of State, has just 
effected, has brought yet another new occupant to the office 
of Colonial Secretary. At each successive change Jews have 
hoped for the best, though not always without subsequent 
disappointment. The last incumbency, that of Lord Cranborne, 
which succeeded those of two palpable anti-Zionists, was not 
of long duration. It gave little evidence of improvements— 
from, of course, the Jewish point of view-—nor of deteriora- 
tion. But those who were brought into contact with Lord 
Cranborne were impressed by his genuine humanity, as exem- 
plified, for instance, by his sincerely sympathetic references 
to the ghastly Struma tragedy. The new Colonial Minister, 
Colonel Oliver Stanley, is assuredly not lacking in the same 
broad humanity. He bears, and justly so, a reputation for a 
fine and liberal mind, and he possesses in addition not only 
outstanding ability but wide and varied experience in public 
administration, as well as the inherited statecraft and devotion to 
duty, the notable tolerance and good humour, which have marked 
the scions of his family. These qualities—statesmanship, 
tolerance, and good humour—will be of inestimable value in 
dealing with Palestinian affairs. They should be reinforced by 
the knowledge that, however keen their dispute of methods, 
however vigorous their criticism of any departure trom 
principle, Jews in their ambitions for Palestine seck the welfare 
of all and consistently yearn to co-operate along the broad 
and righteous lines which are the fundamentally settled policy 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations. 


THE OLD OLD TROUBLE 

THe League of Nations Union, at a recent meeting, had 
before it various reports of Committees. One Committee had 
been appointed to consider the Jewish problem. [he Com- 
mittee in question announced that the divergence of opinion 
was so complete and intractable that it had decided mot to 
present any report at all. In colloquial parlance it “ gave it 
up.” The meeting instructed it to try again, and to present a report 
by next June, if necessary a majority and a minority report. 
But things have come to a pretty pass when so stalwart a 
champion of liberty as the Union finds itself, with the best 
will in the world, entirely baffled by Jewish divisions. To 
any Jew with a glimmer of statesmanship in his composition 
this incident must surely give occasion “furiously to think.” The 
differences in question would seem to have been for the most 
part the perennial ones existing between Jewish Nationalists 
and Jewish assimilationists. The root difficulty which seems to 
have actuated both sides looks really like something totalitarian 
in character. Certain Nationalists are out to make every Jew 
submit to nationalism, while certain assimilationists insist on 
denying the national satisfaction to every Jew. Mostwational men 
would be content with the liberty to canvass their own 
positions, and leave opponents to theirs. Indeed, when it 
comes down to practical politics, the event must confirm these 
liberties. Could not some accommodation, then, be reached 
now on these lines? As matters stand, the appearance is that 
these groups prefer always to be spoiling for a fight—for the 
fight’s sake. Some time ago, a well-known member of the 
Community, a non-Zionist, Mr. Israel Davis, was found on 
his death to have bequeathed a large sum of money for work 
in Palestine, particularly in the fostering of English studies. 
He explained, in his will, that, although a non-Nationalist, 
he did not feel that he ought to oppose the cohtrary attitude 
upon which the hearts of so many of his coreligionists were set. 
This is the kind of common-sense insight and prescience in which 
the Community is so sadly lacking, and for want of which it 
pays so heavy a cost. One trembles to think what will happen 
to Jewish hopes ff the same unpractical and stubborn narrow- 
ness of vision should show itself at the Peace Conference. 


GERMAN PSYCHOLOGY , 


Tue New York press have given prominence this week to the 
ghastly crescendo in Jew-slaughter which is going on in Eastern 
Europe at the hands of the Nazis. Revolting details are accumy- 
lating of the methods employed by these German fiends in their 
process of butchery, and once again the story is circulating, with 
no little “support from the events, that Hitler had ordered the 
extermination of all Jews under his control by the end of 
this year. It will be recalled that a long time ago Nazis were 
declaring that should it evér occur that Germany was faced 
with defeat, before the final collapse they and the German 
Army would slaughter every Jewish man, woman, and child 
to be found under German rule. Is this some explanation of 
the revolting massacres which are now in progress? No one 
should imagine, however, that this unspeakable bestiality js 
merely the expression of fanatical, maniacal. Jew-hatred, or an 
outburst of sub-human frenzied fear for the future. On the 
contrary, it is, like all German cruelty, carefully, coldly calcu- 
lated and cunningly planned. Knowing that men and women, 
individually and in-the bulk, can only react relatively. the 
Germans deliberately select the Jews, for whose fate the rest 
of the world in general cares very little, for the most spectacular 
and revolting cruelties. Then, when-the day of reckoning comes, 
the sufferings of the other peoples, the Russians, the Poles. the 
Czechs, the Belgians, Norwegians, and Dutch, will by com- 
parison seem insufficient to sustain a burning determination 
to exact justice. Thus the Hun will once more slink out of 
the consequences of his misdeeds to a chorus of clap-trap 
sentimentalists who will rise up in all countries to demand that 
these “innocent Germans” be spared. Yes, its sound 
psychology, right enough; meanly, foully, disgustingly sound. 


A JEW TO THE RESCUE 


Mr. Heraert Lenman—described by the B.B.C. with rare 
though welcome departure from general precedent as ~ one 
of America’s most distinguished Jews “—has been given the 
task of feeding the hungry and enslaved victims of Hitler as 
soon as the war ends. A noted Genera! who was chareed with 
the British Commissariat during the Boer War was described 
at the time as the greatest Quartermaster General since Moses. 
But that task was child’s play compared with the rescuing of 
the starving people in Europe to-day, who total some ‘S00 
million souls—and that on what ts described by Mr. lehman 
himself as a conservative estimate. Of its enormous hutmani- 
tarian purpose, its cheering message to the oppressed in their 
terrible man-made desert of want, there can be no question. 
It is pleasing to remember that the wide experience Mr. 
Lehman possesses for the work has been gained not onl, in the 
course of his general public duties: but in the succour of his own 
suffering coreligionists. His errand of mercy is doubly avrecable 
to Jewish sentiment, for his labours will, in spirit, be most Unmis- 
takably Jewish——compassionate and constructive. Could any 
more striking and vivid contrast be offered than between this 
noble mission and the insensate tortures inflicted upon millions 
of men, women, and children by the German maniacs who 
are tugging at the very foundations of civilised life’ Could 
there be a finer retort to the ravings of the enemies of the Jewish 
people? 


“ TREACHERY AND ANTI-SEMITISM ” 


IN 1937, says a writer in the Dairy Mau, Mr. John Amery 
applied for his discharge from bankruptcy. In refusing the 
application, the Official Receiver described it as “ effrontery.” 
Something of the same quality is conspicuous in the presump- 
tion which led him to offer guidance, in a broadcast-from Berlin 
in English. to his compatriots at home; for, apart from the 
notoriety which his @youthful indiscretions * had earned him, 
his compatriots knew little about this young man and had 
shown no anxiety to learn more. Certainly, what they did 
know could hardly have commended him as the nations new 
mentor, now enabled, despite a career of chronic impecuniosity 
and “gold digging,” to put up at an expensive Berlin hotel. 
But there is, nevertheless, a serious side to this competition 
for Haw Haw’s shady honours. His whole address, couched.in 
the abusive language habitually employed by Goebbe!s. con 


sisted of little more than a diatribe against the Jews and an 
appeal for a peace to suit Hitler. The Anglo-Soviel «/lianee, 
which he defined as “ Jewish-planned,” would, he said. cost 


Britons their property, which, according to him, the Nazis were 
trying so hard to protect for them! Only the Jew. and his 
tools the Bolshevik and American Governments, stood between 
Britain and peace. 


INSEPARABLE CONSPIRATORS 


CoupLep with the flinging of mud at the Jews was an attempt 
to play upon the peaceable ndture of his auditors: ~ 50 long 
as the German Government allow me ™ (how kind and obliging 
of them!), “1 shall be glad to help you and guide you th! we 
all one day may see again the sun of peace rise over f urope. 
Here, surely, is the classic example of those Siamese [¥!Ms, 
anti-Semitism and treachery, Neither walks abroad without 
the other. They are one and indivisible—the perfect quisling 
and the perfect Jew-hater, the preacher of the devil's doctrine 
of racialism and the cunning fifth-columnist out to «disrupt 
a nation’s unity and moral. In one country after anothe! the 
combination has wrought with devastating success. Are the 
people of this land, are the Government themselves, sufficiently 
alive to this process? Some people are awake to the peril. 
But the millions of innocent and ignorant people must be pro 
tected against it. Not long ago a judge, in sentencing some 
prisoners for treason, spoke of anti-Semitism as an obsession 
“ rightly described as a virus which entered into your s)stem 
and destroyed your mental and moral fibre.” The records of 
anti-Semitism are bulging with examples of this. To perm its 
spread in this country, owing to apathy or to lighthearted 
incredulity in the teeth of facts, is not only a betrayal of (he weak 
and vulnerable; it is an axe laid af the roots of the nation 
character and national safety.

OBITUARY. 


DR. BENZION MOSSINSON 


The death occurred at the Hadassah Hospital, 
Jerusalem, last Sabbath, of Dr. Benzion Mossinson 
who was for many years head of the Educational 
Department of the Vaad Leumi (National Council 
of Palestine Jewry), and was one of the founders of 
Tel-Aviv. 

The funeral on Sunday was attended by many 
thousands of people. After the coffin had been 
taken from Jerusalem to Tel-Avi¥ it was placed in 
the Hall of the Herzlia Gymnasium (whose head Dr. 
Mossinson had been for a long period) and large 
throngs filed passed it. The burial took place at 
the Nachlat ltzchak where the deceased's 
only son David, who was killed during disturbances 
in 1937, was buried. 

Dr. Mossinson, who was 64 years old, was a 
member of the Actions Committee of the World 
Zionist Organisation and was at one time Vice- 
Mayor of Tel-Aviv. He was one of the Palestine 
delegates to the Conference at St. James's Palace 
in 1939 and he represented the Vaad Leumi at 
several meetings of the League of Nations at 
Geneva. The deceased was a man of strikin 
appearance, with a resemblance to Theodor Herzl. 


LT. THEODORE A. L. ZISSU, R.A.C, 


Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques writes: 

News has een received of the death from wounds at 
El Alamein of T. A. L. Zissu. a lieutenant in the Royal 
Armoured Corps Some of your readers may remember 
his efforts before the war to bring the possibilitics of settle 
ment in the Negev before the public and to persuade the 
Zionist Executive to move in the maticr. Few of them can 
have known the charm and distinctive personality of the 
man. Born abroad. he was cducated at Cambridec. In the 
twenties, of fine physique and attractive manners, possessed 
of sufficient fortunc, of intense energy. and consumed with 
the desire to serve his people, he did not hesitate to cniist 
in the ranks as soon as war broke out. Given a commission 
later, he has met his end in the cause of freedom, as has 
many another magnificent young man, icaving us, who have 
had their day. to wonder why and to mourn the loss of those 
who scemed to be born to be the leaders of our people in the 
days to come. 


MR. P. HARRISON (Dublin), aged 56, was a 
member of the Council of the Dublin Chevra 
Tehillim and Chairman of its Building Committee. 
He gave valuable services to the Lombard Street 
Synagogue, of which he was a member for 35 years, 
and was a keep supporter of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, the Philanthropic Loan Fund, and other 
charitable causes, 

MR. STEFAN POLLATCHEK (Epsom), agcd 
S23, was a well-known Austrian Jewish novelist. In 
1938 he wrote “ The Plague,” which described the 
rise of anti-Semitism in Austria; but owing to the 
political conditions it could not be published tn the 
German original, but only in a Polish transiauion, 


MR. A. ROSIN (New York), aged 64, was a 
prominent Yiddish writer, generally known under 
the pen-name of “ Ben Adit.’ He was bern in 
Krutchna, White Russia. From his carly youth he 
was active in the Socialist revolutionary movement, 
and fought at the same time for the ideals of Jewish 
nationalism. After the First Zionist Congress, he 
promoted political Zionism among the university 
youth, although he did not join the Zionist Organ- 
sation. From 1921 to 1933 Ben Adir” lived in 
Berlin, editing the Yiddish periodicals, Dos Fraue 
Vorr and Der After Hitler's advent to 
power he settled in America.

ISRAEL AND GREECE 


Manchester Lecture by Mr. 
Maurice Simon 


Some of the differences between Jewish and Greek 
thought were explained by Mr. Maurice Simon in 
a lecture he gave at the Grosvenor Hote! on Sunday. 
This was the second lecture in the series on 
* Judaism Throughout the Ages,” organised by the 
Institute fer Higher Jewish Education. Mr. M. 
M. Fidler presided. 

Greek thought, said the speaker, was essentially 
outward-looking, directed to the external world und 
human society; Hebrew thought was essentially 
inward-looking, directed towards the soul and God. 
The dominant interest of the Greck was politics, 
the endeavour to secure for himself political rights 
and to count for something in the eyes of his govern- 
ment: the dominant interest of the Israelite was 
religion, the endeavour to save his soul and count 
for something in the eyes of his God. The Greek 
set most store on beauty or artistic form, which he 
impressed on everything he touched and carried 
into all details of his life: the Israclite set most 
store on holiness, which similarly he sought to 
bring into every detail of his life. Finally, said the 
lecturer, the Greek sought wisdom by an inductive 
process of reasoning based on observed fact: the 
Israclite sought wisdom by the deductive process 
of rendering explicit what was implicit in a revealed 
doctrine.

SAADYA GAON MILLENARY AT 
LEEDS UNIVERSITY 


An audience of 700, including Jews and non-Jews.

attended the lecture on Saadya Gaon given by Dr. 
S. Rawidowicz at the Great Hall of the Leeds Uni- 
versity last weck 

The Vice-Chancellor, Mr. B. Mouat Jones, who 
presided, said that he was glad of the opportunity 
of publicly stating how much the University appre- 
ciated the establishment of a Hebrew Lectureship. 

Dr. Rawidowicz in his lecture said that Saadya 
was born and educated in a place not very far away 
from the spot where about two weeks ago the Axis 
powers had been given the foretaste of real defeat. 
Saadya drank from the fountains of learning both 
of the Jews and.of the Arabs. His translation-of 
the entire Bible into Arabic had become the standard 
Arabic Bible for all the Arab-speaking Jews as well 
as for the Christian scholarly world down to the 
present time. Saadya was one of the first great 
Jewish thinkers who paved the way for the funda- 
mental idea of the compatibility of Israel and the 
world. His personality and philosophy testified to’ 
the fact that one can fully preserve one’s own self 
while co-operating at the same time with the nations 
of the world. . 

Professor Brodetsky proposed the vote of thanks 
to Dr. Rawidowicz, and Mr. 'D. I. Sandelson, Presi- 
dent of the Hebrew Lectureship Committee, pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to the Vice-Chancellor on 
behalf of Leeds Jewry. This was seconded by the

THE KEREN HAYESOD 
Income and Expenditure Figures 


A statement issued by the Head Office of the 
Keren Hayesod in Jerusalem gives provisional 
figures of the income of that fund in the Jewish 
year 5702. The United States contributed £442,496, 
South Africa £83,065, Canada.~ £34,977, Great 
Britain £41,725, Palestine £34,438, the Latin 
American countries £37,637, Australasia and sundry 
other contributors £35,266, making a total of 
£709,604. 

The Jewish Agency. whose chief financial instru- 
ment is the Keren Hayesod, also received direct 
revenue from various sources, through the Bitzaron 
Fund (Consolidation Fund), and through certain 
arrangements with the Jewish National Fund in the 
United States and Canada, amounting to £106,518;

from the special South African. War Appeal, 
£14.968; and from the Palestine War Appeal, 
£50,000. In addition, the repayment of loans 


amounted to £36,953. A grant of £6,465 was 
received from the Palestine Government to the 
Agency's Experimental Station, £9,015 was received 
from the Hos-Ben Yakov Memorial Fund, £9,153 
from dividends, and £33,888 from sundry incomes, 
making a total of £266.960. The grand total of the 
Jewish Agency income was thus £976,564. 

The expenditure of the Jewish Agency included 
£31,462 on immigration, £277,534 on agriculture, 
£95,919 on housing, £76,742 on trade and industry 
investments, £73,059 on education, £14,040 on social 
and relief work, £249,416 on national organisation 
and security purposes, including comforts for the 
soldiers, £25,423 for administration and sundry 
expenses, £76,077 for the repayment of principal 
loans, and £15,488 for interest on the loans, making 
a ‘otal of £935,160. 

Keren Hayesod expenses came to £29,079, while 
the balance of £12,325 was spent mostly for car- 
marked purposes

The sum of £100,000 will be raised in the Yishus 
during the current year, according to a decision of 
the ninth Palestine Keren Hayesod Conference, 
which was held in Tel-Aviv last week. this amount 
to be considered as a self-imposed voluntary wat 
tax m order to fulfil the Yishuv’s <pecial commit- 
ments during the war and to prepare the founda- 
tions for constructive work after the war.

Mr. David Ben Gurion, President of the Jewish

Mr. Pinkerton responded. 

The reception was attended by a large number of 
prominent persons, including Mr. John Stuart 
Macpherson, Chief Secretary of the Palestine 
Government, members of the Consular Corps, and 
members of the Jewish Agency Executive. 


LARGER GRANT FOR VAAD 
LEUMI EDUCATION 


The Palestine Government has increased its grant 
to public Hebrew education in Palestine from 
£P.56,000 to £P.62,000 for the present year (writes 
our Jerusalem correspondent). The Vaad Leumi 
educational budget is over £P.500,000, while 
Alliance Israélite and Agudat Israel schools, which 
also get Government grants, apart from the Un- 
versity and other private Jewish schools, have a

United Appeal Resolution Lost 


The 18th conference of the Jewish National Fund 
for Great Britain and Ireland was held at the Caxton 
Hall, Westminster, on Sunday. Mr. Aaron Wright 
was unanimously elected President to succeed his 
brother, Professor Samson Wright, who had resigned 
after five years in that office. 

Reporting on the year’s activities, Mr. Wright 
said that the Fund had this year raised something 
over £68,000; the income of the J.N.F. Charitable 
Trust was nearly £67,000, giving them a total of 
more than £135,000, Which was far and away a 
record in the history of the Fund in this country 
and constituted an increase of 50 per cent on the 
previous year. 

The expenditure both of the J.N.F. and the J.N.F., 
Charitable Trust during the year was something over 
£17,000. If one had regard to the additional cost 
of postage and many other increased expenses, he 
thought they would find that the relation between 
income and expenditure was an eminently satis- 
factory one, 

Mr. Wright spoke of the Palestine Solidarity 
Campaign as a magnificent effort and said that they 
had also carried out an enormous amount of the 
most valuable propaganda on behalf of the Zionist 
movement. 

Through the Joint Land Purchase Scheme, con-« 
tinued the speaker, private individuals had taken up 
some 25,000 dunams of land in Palestine.

petual inscription of his name in the Golden Book 
in recognition of his services. 

When the conference resumed, Mr. A. Margulies 
made a statement on behalf of the Mizrachi Federa- 
tion, in which he recorded with pleasure the success- 
ful conclusion of negotiations with the J.N.F., 
which had resulted in the establishment of the 
Machleket Hacharedim. This department of the 
J.N.F. would work strenuously for land redemption 
and for religious settlement in Eretz Yisrael. 

In his presidential address, Mr. Aaron Wright, 
referring to the official decision come to by the Small 
Actions Committee in Palestine on Zionist policy, 
said that they, representating the great Jewish 
National Fund movement of this country, most 
warmly welcomed and endorsed it. 


Faster Tempo of Immigration Wanted 


He had seen, he said, in responsible quarters the 
principle put forward that they should aim at a 
Jewish immigration into Palestine of 100,000 persons 
a year for the ten years following the end of the 
war, That was an immense programme and he did 
not for a moment underrate its magnitude. He 
fully realised the immense exertions that would be 
necessary in order to translate that project into 
reality. But having said this, he suggested that this 
programme was wholly inadequate to meet the needs 
as they would be found to exist at the end of the 
war. They must look to the United Nations at the 
end of this war to create such political and economic 
conditions as would enable the tempo of develop- 
ment to be far, far greater and faster than that. 

But God helped those who helped themselves. 
They must prepare detailed plans now for the 
building up of Palestine and that planning must be 
conceived on the boldest possible scale. 

It appeared to them, he went on, that at the 
present time there were signs that the prices of land 
in Palesting were hardening. Land was being bought 
by Arabs from Syria and Egypt and there was great 
danger that this speculative spiral would once more 
start. If it was permitted to start it would under- 
mine the great land-buying programme, whether it 
be of the K.K. or private individuals. It was vitally 
essential that the work of land-buying should be 
centralised and organised and that Jews should not 
compete one against the other. He looked forward 
to the day when the Keren Kayemet would be a 
great Ministry of lands and planning in the Jewish 
Commonwealth of the future. ) 

A resolution was passed expressing satisfaction at 
the remarkable progress of the Farm City Scheme. 

Mr. Leopold Schen, in moving resolutions in 
which the conference saluted the Yishuv and 
pledged itself to raise a minimum of £200,000 in the 
coming year, stressed the need to have sufficient 
land and the means of developing it for the chalut- 
zim waiting for it, for the returning Jewish soldiers, 
and for the mass immigration after the war. 

Government statistics, he said, revealed that in the 
years 1920 to 1940, £63,000,000 was invested in 
Palestine ‘in “ realty.” Of this, only £9,000,000 
represented Jewish capital, or about 15 per cent. 

In a discussion, Dr, S. Levenberg expressed the 
opinion that it was wrong that there was no daily

shaften.”” “Qur Party,” the spokesman said, 
“ declares itself ready to co-operate fully with you 
in your plans.” 

Dr. Weizmann, it is stated, intends to. visit a 
number of important persons in order to win their 
support for the Jewish demands regarding the 
status of the Jewish people in Palestine after the 
war and Jewish rights in the Diaspora. He is, how- 
ever, not yet permitted by his doctors to speak in 
public.

The draft of the proposed agreement with the 
Zionist Federation was placed before the con- 
ference, fully discussed, and agreed to in principle, 
but a sub-committee, consisting of Chaverim M. 
Silverstone, A. Handler, and E. Halevy was 
appointed to edit the draft before it was sent to the 
Zionist Federation. 

After some discussion it was agreed that the con- 
ference could not accept the American resolutions 
on Zionist aims as they stood, without first com- 
municating with Eretz Yisrael on certain points 
which were not clear. 

The Council of the Torah Va’Avodah movement 
has passed a resolution appealing for support for the 
Jewish National Fund with a view to establishing 
a Kibbutz in Palestine for religious Chalutzim from 
Great Britain and Ireland. 


J.N.F. CONFERENCE continued 
“PALESTINE EDUCATION ” 


In the evening a conference of teachers and youth 
leaders was held, at which Professor Wright pre- 
sided. Mr. Leon Simon, C.B., spoke on “ The 
Importance of Palestine Education in England 
To-day.” 

Mr. Simon, who is Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation Education Committee, expressed the 
hope that in the future there might be closer liaison 
and co-operation between the two bodies, which 
after all, were engaged on precisely the same tasks. 

They, as Zionists, were interested in a particular 
kind of Jewish education because they did not want 
the Jewish people to survive just anyhow; they 
wanted them to survive in what they considered 
the most fruitful and worthy way. Therefore, they 
had the right to criticise the prevalent systems of 
Jewish education. He referred to the two types of 
education—the one type emphasised the fact that 
they were in the Galut but said that they must remain 
in the Galut until by some Divine intervention they 
were taken out of it; the other type tried to forget 
the Galut altogether, Zionism had to fight against 
both these systems and in England it was the second 
one in particular which had to be fought "because

there was likely to be a Jewish Community in 
England for many generations to come and it was 
of great importance to Zionism that that community 
should.be a community with a sense of its dignity, 
free from the pettiness of the parochial out!ook 
which beset the Anglo-Jewish Community to-day, 
which could fight the evils in its own midst not by 
the weapon of saying “ what will the Goyim think?” 
but by the weapons drawn from its own armours 
that is, on the basis of truly Jewish ethics. That 
was the kind of Jewish Community which they 
needed and that was the kind they could on!y eet 
through what he called Palestine education. 

To-day a special responsibility rested on Angio- 
Jewry, and a community like theirs was bound to 
take its share in helping to lay the foundations for 
the new national life in Palestine. Their community 
had got to make its contribution to the building up 
of Palestine which in the main must be a material 
contribution, but it would not make it as it should 
do unless it also received spiritual inspiration from 
Palestine.

JOHN AMERY AND THE 
JEWS 


Nazis’ Radio Recruit 


THE PLAYBOY'S LATEST RACKET 


In John Amery—* Lord Haw-Haw’'s latest 
stable-companion—the Nazis have enlisted the 
services of one more of the priceless specimens of 
the questionable genus quisling. Amery’s record 
is petty in every way, and his attack on the Jews 
was in keeping with his record. 

Amery, whose attitude towards others’ property 
has been none too well defined, tried to alarm the 
British public in his broadcast last week by the 
scare that the “ Jewish-planned”’ Anglo-Sovict 
alliance would result in the loss of their. property 
—which the Nazis were trying to protect for them! 

The speech, which was a long diatribe against 
the Jews and against the -U.S.A., culminated in a 
plea for peace negotiations between Britain and 
Germany. 

“ So long as the German Government allows me,” 
said Amery, “1 shall be glad to help you and guide 
you that we all one day may see again the sun of 
peace rise over Europe. Between you and peace 
stand only the Jew and his tools, namely, the 
Bolshevik and American Governments.” 

Amery interspersed his speech with typical 
Goebbels-like sneers at such facts as the recent 
candidature of two Jews—* gangsters the city 

lor the Lord Mayoralty of London. “ How low 
has Britain sunk!” he declaimed 

The announcer who introduced Amery said he 
was “ speaking of his own free will and at his own 
request.” Ihe German Government, he added, 
lakes no responsibility for what he says, but had 
placed the microphone at his disposal. 


“A Dead Secret” 


Beiere the broadcast. the Nazis had done then 
utmost to cast a cloak of solemn mysicfy over 
Amery'’s presence in Berlin. The Nazi Trans- 
ocean News Agency declared: “ Othcial German 
quarters so tar refuse to make any statement or to 
give information on the case of John Amery, so 
that it 1s still an open question what imicntions he 
may have in Germany, One thing ts certain, how- 
ever: that this son of a British Cabinet Minister is 
a determined opponent of the war with Germany.” 

And the mystery was only deepened the follow- 
ing day by the Transocean’s “explanation ™: 
* When John Amery heard in Berlin of the landing 
of the Americans and British in Algiers and 
Morocco, he decided to approach the Wilhelm- 
Strasse with a request to be permitted to address his 
compatriots at home over the German wireless. This 
young Britisher ts a great friend of France, where 
he had been living on the Rivicra tor some time. 
He did not leave France after the collapse, as he 
was wholly opposed to the British Government's 


policy; in fact, he believes Britain's war with 
Germany is a great mistake. As a friend of France, 
he is very sharp in his criticism of the assault on 
Algiers and Morocco. John Amery arrived in 
Berlin three weeks ago, and his presence there has 

n kept a dead secret. Several months ago he 
had. written to the German authorities in Paris, 
asking for permission to go to Berlin. At first oe 
wanted only to have talks in Berlin and to stud 
conditions on the spot. The attack on Fren 
North Africa prompted him to come into the fore- 
ground. ... He and his wife are living with friends 
in the southern Hartz mountains. But he is at 
present in Berlin, at the Adlon Hotel.” 


The Bankrupt 


Writing in the Dairy Matt, Mr. Alan Tomkins 
gives some interesting details of Amery’s career, 
and of his “ youthful indiscretions.” He states that 
Amery, who is 30 years of age, began floating 
companies when he was 18. Ten years ago, he and 
his wife were arrested in Paris on an extradition 
warrant issued at the request of the Greek police, 
It was alleged that a cheque had been dishonoured, 
The case was later settled. 

In 1936, his deficiencies totalled £5,081, and he 
agreed that his assets were nil. He spent £3,000 on 
trips to Berlin, Vienna, St. Moritz, and Paris to 
get contracts so that he could show the City some- 
thing which would convince them that it would be 
safe to advance the £100,000 capital he required, 
He spent £640 at the May Fair Hotel on entertain- 
ing, and confessed “im was very worrying to see 
the bills mounting up. But in the film business one 
could not ride in a tram or travel third class. One 
had to dress one’s windows.” 

In 1937, adds Mr. Tomkins, his application for 
discharge from bankruptcy was refused. The Official 
Receiver used the word “ effrontery ” in describing 
the application. : 

It is stated that Amery had 74 motoring convic- 
tions. In one case, on the Great West Road, he 
allegedly struck another driver in the face, smashed 
the windscreen of the other car, and brandished a 
revolver. In another motoring case his own repre; 
sentatives said that Amery behaved in a diseraceful 
manner and was purposely rude and oflensive, 
Am@ry also on one occasion obtained jewels worta 
£82 and pleaded infancy

SYNAGOGUE WAR MEMORIALS 
United Synagogue Council's Decision 


Following applications received from members 
who have lost near relations in the war, the Council 
of the United Synagogue recently considered the 
question of the erection of memorials to those who 
had tallen 

Ihe Council decided that, rather than sanction 
the erection of individual and unrelated memorials 
at each Synagogue, * nt'would be in the best interests 
of the Community and would best perpetuate the 
memory of those who had fallen,” if provision were 
made at each Synagogue for the creation of a suitable 
permanent joint memorial after the war, when the 
needs of the Synagogue, and the most suitable form 
for the memorial, could best be considered. 

The Council therefore decided to establish at 
each Synagogue a trust fund to which members 
desiring to commemorate their departed kinsfolk 
might contribute, and that after the war each such 
fund would be used to provide some suitable perma- 
nent memorial of a character to be decided by the 
contributors in consultation with the United 
Synagogue. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


For some years there have been schemes for short 
university courses for candidates for commissions 
in the Army and the R.A.F., and now the Admiralty 
is instituting a similar scheme, with a view te 
accelerating the provision of the large number 
officers needed by the expanding Navy. These 
university courses will begin in 1943, in January, 
April, and October, at those universities where a 
“ Naval Division” extsts—Oxford, Cambridge, 
Liverpool, Cardiff, Edinburgh, and Glasgow. Candi- 
dates, who must be between 17} and 18} on the 
1Sth of the month in which their course starts, will 
be selected by a board sitting for that purpose from 
those recommended by the headmaster at the school 
they are, or have been, attending. The courses last 
six months, during which the cosf of tuition, bo: ird, 
lodging, and medical attention will be borne by ihe 
Admiralty. Candidates will also undergo training 
in the Naval Division. Full details can be obtained 
from any naval centre,

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HILLEL

F all the characters of: post-Biblical history, I 
think Hillel is the most lovable. He claimed 
descent trom King David, and certainly he 

had a kingly and noble character. He was famed 
for his loving nature, his love of peace, and his 
love for his neighbours. 

He lived a century or so before the destruction 
of the second Temple. The family, which had 
remained in Babylon after the return under 
Zerubbabel, had fallen on bad times. His brother 
went with him from Babylon to Jerusalem, and 
while the brother was busy in trade, Hillel devoted 
his time to study. He cheerfully went without food 
or lodging in order to pay the fee to the door- 
keepers of the seminary, as the teachers themselves 
did not take money. [It is very well known that he 


‘performed what we might call menial duties in 


order to pay for admission to the college.’ 

One black Friday afternoon in the middle of a 
hard winter, work was very scarce and Hillel found 
himself without the necessary coins to obtain ad- 
mission. Nothing daunted, he climbed to the roof, 
where there was a skylight, and bent down so as 
to hear the teacher's explanations. Snow fell 
thickly and completely covered Hillel, who stayed 
there all through the night. The next morning, when 
the pupils came to read the Shabbat service, they 
were surprised to find the hall much darker than 
usual, and some of them went up to the roof to 
find out what was the matter. There they found 
poor Hillel half-frozen, and they broyght him down, 
pee although it was Shabbat they lit a fire to revive 

When the head of the college found what an 
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attentive and willing pupil he was, he. gave him as 
much instruction as possible, and at the age of 40 
Hillel became head of the Sanhedrin. 

Many non-Jewish people came to Hillel to be 
taught Judaism, and his patience was renowned, 
It is said that once a non-Israclite came to him and 
asked to be allowed to become a Jew, but only on 
condition that he would ultimately be allowed to 
be High Priest and carry out the special duties in 
the Temple. 

Hille! gently answered, “If you wish to become 
High Priest, you must study the laws of priesthood 
in the same way as a king understands the law and 
constitution of his kingdom.” 

Ihe man agreed to learn, and Hillel patiently 
read the Torah with him until he came to the verse, 
* Any stranger that comes near to the altar shall be 
put to death. " * To whom does this refer?” asked 
the man. “ To anyone not a priest. Even if he be 
King David himself he would be put to death if 
he took to himsclf the privileges that are only given 
to the descendants of Aaron,” answered Hillel. 

*“ How foolish and stupid I am,” said the man; 

‘how can I expect such an honour if the King 
himectt could not ciaim it! 

Another sfory ts told of a man who came to Hillel 
and demanded to be taught the whole of Judaism 
in the short time that he stood on one foot. Hillel's 
colleague, Shammai, had been very impatient when 
asked this same question and had sent the man 
away, but Hillel, with his accustomed sweetness of 
temper, saw the man’s meaning and _ replied, 
* Judaism can be summed up in a single sentence: 
* What is hateful to thyself, do not to thy neigh- 
bour. This is the Law and all else is explanation.” 

Hillel] himself lived up to what was probably his 
most famous saying, “ Be of the disciples of Aaron, 
loving peace, pursuing peace, loving mankind, and 
aban them to a knowledge and love of the true 
aith.’”

MAKE DO 
and MEND 


Old Clothes into New 


N exhibition has recently been held in London 
at which conferences and daily talks were 
arranged on the vital war-time preoccupation 
ol women—* make do and mend.” A walk round 
the exhibition revealed even to the housewife well 
schooled in’ war-time economy and household 
adaptability what a lot she had to learn about saving 
and scheming 
For instance, she might have prided herself on the 
economical use of old silk stockings as a rubber 
for floors and furniture. At the exhibition she dis- 
covered that a more exciting use could be made of 
these discarded hose. Long strips are made by care- 
fully cutting round the stocking. starting at the top 
end. The resultant “ yarn” can be used for many 
ingenious purposes. It can be knitted, yes, really 
knitted, on large needles to form cosy slippers or 
squares of material from which rugs are made. Or 
it can be cut into even lengths, and used precisely 
as 1s rug wool to make mats and rugs 
Odd trifles of colouradl wool can be knitted or 
crocheted into squares to form most attractive quilts, 
bed covers, or pram covers. And an admirable idea 
for using up those woollies of baby’s which have 
gone “felty ° trom much washing, is to cut them 
into squares and, choosing a variety of colours, 
embroider them neatly into pram covers, blankets, 
similar coverings

Buttons from the Hedgerow 


Rural women are proverbially more Ingenious in 
making things out of nothing than their urban 
sisters, whose proximity to the shops and their 
situation in a built-up area deprive them of some 
ol the materials available to their country cousins, 
as well as of the necessary urge to seek simple 
substitutes for bought goods, But nowadays, when so 
many town mice have become permanent country 
mice, there is ample scope for most of us uscfully 
to fill in our spare moments by fashioning things 
from what grows in the hedges. Buttons, for 
example, can be made from twigs and little sections 
of ordinary hedgesticks, cut roughly into size, 
cleaned, and polished, Even nuts can be made jnto 
pretty buttons, with little curtain rings attached. 

For making smaller garments from bigger ones 
a good suggestion is to get a reliable pattern betore 
you start and then actually carry out the old proverb 
of cutting your coat according to your cloth. The 
exhibition contained many attractive children’s 
coats, rompers, suits, and frocks, all made out of 
discarded garments of their clders 

Elastic 1s difficult to get, so when you make 
children’s knickers, or even your own, out of some 
other garment. make a long firm draw-tape out of 
oddments of the material. Make the knickers with 
a flat section in front and fasten the tapes at each 
end of the flat section, drawing them through towards 
the centre back. where they should cross. They can 
then be secttecly drawn up, and ticd round the waist, 
without making any bulge.

Jewish Cookery

LENTILS 


Durine the chilly days ahead, housewives should 
let lentils figure frequently in the menu. They are 
rich in protein and will help out the meat ration. 
Lentils are easily and quickly cooked and need no 
soaking. Before cooking just pick them over, put 
in a basin and cover with cold water. Stir well 
and pour off the water. Then add fresh water to 
come abouf an inch above the lentils. Cover tightly 
and cook in a hot oven for about 30 minutes. After 
beating up with a fork they can then be used in 
various ways. They can be cooked when the oven 
is on for some other purpose, and will keep in a 
cool place ull required. 


Lentil Patties 


App a finely chopped onion to lentils before putting in 
the oven: when cooked add-a pinch of herbs, a Ilittle 
vegetable extract, a knob of margarine. salt, and pepper. 
Lise instead of meat for patties or turnovers. If more con- 
venient the lentils can be cooked on top of the stove. If 
any liquid has not been absorbed in cooking, strain it and 


reserve for soup 
Lentil Soup (1) 


Mix some lentil puréc, cooked as above, with an cqual 
quantity of mashed potato, thin down with houschold milk 
or vegetable stock, season with celery salt and stir till boil- 
ing: add finely chopped green leaves from a head of celery 


before serving 
Lentil Soup (2) 


Lentils, 1 breakfastcupful; 2 or 3 sticks cclery; an onion 
or leck: a pinch of sweet herbs or a bay Icaf; small knob 
margarine or dripping: 1 quart water: salt and pepper. 

Cur celery and onion intdé small pieces and put into a 
saucepan with the washed lentils, herbs, and scasoning.. Boil 
briskly for about an hour, stirring occasionally, as lentils 
catch easily. Then either rub through a sicve or mash 
thoroughly with a wooden spoon. Return to the saucepan, 
add the margarine, and boil up 

If a thicker soup is preferred, add one or two cut-up 
potatoes when boiling. 

The flavour may be varied by adding a little curry powder. 


* Cheese and Lentil Pie 


App | Ib. grated cheese, 1 dessertspoonful grated onion, 
‘and a littl vegetable extract to | Ib. lentil purée. Mix 
thoroughly, season to taste, turn into a ereased dish, cover 
with well mashed potato, dot with margarine, and bake in 
a moderate oven for about 25 minutes 


Lentil Rissoles 


To + Ib. lentil purée add small grated onion, a little 
verctable extract, teaspoonful dry mustard, tcacuptul 


dried bread crumbs, and 1 tablespoonful of a piquant sauce. 
When mixture is quite cold and firm, shape into rissoles, roll 
in crumbs, and bake in a quick oven on a well greased tin. 
Serve with a green vegctable and onion or leek sauce.
